Monthly report to the United Nations on the operations of 
the Kosovo Force 

1. This report covers the period from 1 to 31 January 2007. 

2. As at 29 January 2007, the total number of troops in theatre was 15,617, which 
included 2,528 troops from non-NATO countries. 

3. There was no change to the status of NATO/NATO Partner/Non-NATO Nation 
contributions. 

Political situation 

4. Parliamentary elections in Serbia on 21 January 2007 passed without incidents. 
Most Kosovo Serbs voted for Prime Minister Kostunica’s electoral coalition led by 
the Democratic Party of Serbia (DSS) and for the Serbian Radical Party (SRS). The 
turnout was approximately 51 per cent in Kosovo. Kosovo Albanian politics was 
dominated by the creation of a new party led by former Speaker of the Assembly 
Daci, the Democratic League (LD). The creation of LD resulted from divisions 
within the Democratic League of Kosovo (LDK). 

Security situation 

5. During the reporting period, no inter-ethnic incidents were reported. 

6. During the reporting period, no incidents against the Kosovo Force (KFOR) 
were recorded. 

7. Organized Crime and weapons. A total of 308 incidents related to unexploded 
ordnance (56), illegal weapons possession (82), weapons and ammunition findings 
(18), drugs (21), counterfeit currency (121), smuggling (8) and human trafficking 
(2) were reported during the past month. 

8. The main operational focus throughout January was to maintain the safe and 
secure environment during the Serbian election period and ahead of United Nations 
Special Envoy’s presentation of his comprehensive proposal for a status settlement 
to Belgrade and Pristina. A proactive plan to enhance the security posture before, 
during and after the Serbian parliamentary elections on 21 January 2007 was issued 
by KFOR. The level of cooperation, coordination and preparation between KFOR, 
the United Nations Interim Administration Mission in Kosovo (UNMIK), UNMIK- 
Police, the Kosovo Police Service and the Provisional Institutions of Self 
Government of Kosovo was excellent. Ahead of Mr. Ahtisaari’s presentation of his 
comprehensive proposal to the negotiating parties on 2 February 2007, KFOR put in 
place a significant show of force operation to further increase situational awareness 
and shape the environment. The activity in the sector of Camp Nothing Hill 
continued. 

Compliance 

9. Thirteen major cases of non-compliance with the statement of principles of the 
KFOR Commander and UNMIK Regulation 1999/8 were decided at the Disciplinary 
Board on 25 January. Five members of the Kosovo Protection Corps (KPC) were 
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dismissed and seven were suspended, and an interim Disciplinary Board should take 
part on 12 February pending the status of the Commander of the Kosovo Guard. 

10. All cases of absenteeism at the Disciplinary Board on 25 January involved 
Serbs. 

Kosovo Protection Corps 

11. The current active personnel establishment is 3,030. There are 211 (6.96 per 
cent) active ethnic minority members (181 males, 30 females). The total number of 
ethnic minorities decreased by two (one Serb and one Ashkali) compared to the 
previous month. 

12. Three courses within KPC started in January; the officer career course for 16 
members; the Primary Leadership Development Course for 32 members; and the 
initial entry course for 22 members. A certificate programme has been put in place 
upon completion of each individual module. 

13. During the month of January there were 14 ceremonies, which involved more 
than 340 KPC members and more than 1,300 civilians. No incidents were reported. 

Conclusion 

14. The overall situation in Kosovo remains calm but the political uncertainty 
related to the status process may raise some tension in the near term. KFOR remains 
fully ready to support UNMIK and local authorities in their response to potential 
unrest as the situation evolves. The threat level against UNMIK and other 
international community facilities remains medium, and the threat level against 
KFOR remains low. 
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
